Gold Coast}, to whom the Society has:

for a number of important gifts. The 
animals all arrived in excellent health 
and spirits, having evidently been. the 
recipients of scrupulous kindness and dite! 
in the course of ‘their long sea Voyage. > ~ 
The stars of the new cast are, beyo 
doubt, a pair of baby chimpanzees, both 
beautiful and charming little “animals, 
making an almost startling display of 
sociability for creatures so newly intro- 
duced to their present © surroundings. 
They are probably the youngest chim- 
panzees that have ever been seen in the 
Gardens, and by a long way the most 
engazing in their general appearance. It 
must be added that, with all their 
sociability, they are not, as yet, in the 
slightest degree able to endure one 
another’s company. They have, in facet, 
to be kept as far apart as the arrange- 
ments in the Monkey House will allow. 
It is towards the human species that their 
affections are at once displayed; and the 
eagerness with which little Master. Chimp 
springs, without invitation, into his 
keeper’s arms is only matched by the 
obstinacy with which, having. arrived 
there, he clings on to his known best 
friend, making an almost tearful tragedy 
of the parting that, ultimately, has to 
come. 


THE MONKEY HOUSE. 

The chimpanzees, though the best, are 
far from the only additions to the Monkey 
House collection in Dr. Monks’ gift; for, 
with them, he has sent a small baboon, a 
sooty mangabey, a green monkey and two 
Patas monkeys—of which, by the way, 
one is open to suspicion of belonging to a 
rare and little-known variety, the yellow 
Patas. With all these additions to its 
tale of inhabitants, it may well -be ques- 
tioned whether the Monkey House was 
ever richer than it is to-day in animals of 
the order to which it is specially devoted. 
In point of number, beyond doubt, it 
breaks its own record, and further accom- 
modation has consequently had to be 
provided for some of the inmates. i 

Besides monkeys, the new arrivals 
include a binturong and four paradoxures 
—‘‘good enough jaw-breakers,’’ as a 
Sunday visitor put it—also two. crowned 
cranes, a white pelican and a crocodile: 
All, except, the binturong, are natives of 
West Africa, and are included in Dr. 
Monks’s splendid gift. The binturong, 
however, is of Indian origin, and it may 
be taken as a welcome sign of increasing 
confidence in the “ Zoo’s”’ affairs that 
the Council felt they could afford to buy 
it. The binturong is, from many points 
of view. a highly interesting animal, and, 
though this is not its first appearance in 
the Dublin “ 7oo.” it is not, as a rule, 
very easily obtainable or very generally 
familiar to the public. Like the para- 
doxures, it is a best of prey, but, like 
them. it is also addicted to 4 somewhat 
indiscriminate indulgence in any such 
foods as come in its way. In fact, while 
an undoubted carnivore, it may be said 
te have more of the bear than of the cat 
character. It also resembles the para- 
doxures in its habit of climbing trees. It 
has, hor “er. one peculiarity in which it 
differs 12t only from them, but of all 
other animals of the Old World, and 
resembles only the monkers of the New. 
The binturong is remarkable for having a 
truly prehensile tail, and is known to bo 
given to suspending itself by that organ, 
after the mm só common among 
American mbdnkevs.

Ghe Popular Pattern. 


The most famous pottery design in the 
world is, that known as the Willow 
Pattern. It has, indeed, proved a “ best 
seller ' for the potters; for, since it first 
appeared in 1780, the love story of the 
beautiful Koong-Shee and Chang, her 
lover, who were pursued by the girl’s irate 
father until turned by the gods into turtle 
doves, has captured the popular fancy. 
Yet the name of. the originator of the ware 
is unknown. One thing, however. is 
certain: the Chinese never saw a willow 
plate until one was sent out from Stafford- 
shire All the principal English potters, 
Wedgwood, Adams, Minton, Spode, 
turned out quantities of the popular blue 
design; and, though the Oriental details 
of pagoda, bridge, fence, and boat occur 
in every copy, there ate minute differences 
by which the expert can tell whose work it 
is. The pattern of the fence, for instance, 
varies with every designer, as. does also 
the number of apples on the tree. After 
a century and a half, this legend on a 
plate still holds its own against the most 
charming of modern designs.

If anyone to whom the larger forms of 
music are unfamiliar should be frightened at 
the word ‘“‘symphony,’’ he need only hear 
Mozart’s Symphony in E flat (No, 59) to 
arrive at a happy connotation of the term. 
This symphony used.to be a favourite with 
audiences at the Sunday orchestral concerts, 
‘where many people who now enjoy the Phil- 
harmonic concerts got a good deal of their 
musical education. - Its four movements, 
which come in so natural and easy a succes- 
sion, are full of musical ideas of the most 
winsome sweetness. The more grace there 1s 
in the display of the many beauties of the 
music the more they are to be enjoyed; and 
Saturday’s performance did not lack grace. 

I was glad that the Siegfried Idyll was in 
the programme for Sir Hamilton Harty, for 
the work is one with which he has particular 
sympathy. He did it with the Halle Orches- 
tra here once, and that performance now 
counts in the first half-dozen of my mamor- 
able musical experiences. We could not @x- 
pect an equal result from the conductor's 
brief control of the Dublin orchestra, but Sir 
Hamilton put his mark on the periormance, 
nevertheless. As in the performance of the 
symphony, the woodwind players were re- 
sponsible for some of the most delightful 
moments. 

A YOUTHFUL PIANIST, 

The middle part of the concert wag all 
Wagner. Besides the Idyll we had the 
excerpt from “ The Twilight of the Gods ”’ 
known as Siegfried’s ‘‘ Death and Funeral 
March,’ and the “ Tannhauser’’ overture. 
The Funeral March was nearly as impres- 
sive as could be, but the performance of the 
overture was far from being distinguished, 
unless unfavourably, by reason of the coarse- 
ness of the brass tone. 

Mr. Fred. Stone showed himself quite equal 
to the demands of the Schumann Concerto, 
They are not ef the most exacting order, but 
no work serves better to exhibit grasp of 
the instrumen$ and musicianly style, if the 
performer has them. Mr. Stone proved that 
already he hag both in good measure, All 
his phrases were nicely rounded, his touch 
was crisp and his tone amply varied; he 
could be firm in the enunciation of a theme 
when the responsibility rested with him, and 
yet knew how to ally himself with the 
orchestra when that was his due part. From 
his opening chords one felt confidence in his 
interpretation. In the lyrical second move- 
ment he took charge of the song-like theme 
with a perfect air of mastery; and, without 
ever getting bustled, he gave plenty of 
sparkle to the dashing music of the finale. 
Sir Hamilton Harty gave a generous lead to 
the applause that marked the young per- 
former’s success.

A FINE FILM.

'““ALL QUIET ON THE WESTERN 
FRONT.'' 


Given such excellent material as Friclí 
Remarque’s interpretation of the Great War, 
no film director could produce anything but a 
very remarkable film: in his adaptation 
“All Quiet on the Western” Front,” 
which is being shown at the Theatra 
Royal, Dublin, this week, Mr. Lewig 
Milestone has given the world a fiim version 
of the novel. that is likely to be as widely 
admired as was the novel itself. It is not 
that Mr. Milestone has done anything new in 
film technique, or that he has advanced tha 
psychological boundaries of the screen ong 
jot; it is merely that between Herr Erich 
Remarque and the history of four fateful vears 
a creat film was conceived. The novel cried 
cut to be filmed, and here it is. 

Those who adapted the novel for screen pur. 
poses have made the story more obvious; as 
Herr Remarque wrote it the wood was in 
danger of being obscured by the trees. in 
the film the story of a “clas in a = 


is shown from the moment when the professo: 
delivers his patriotic appeal and all his pupi! 
depart on the great adventure to that moment 
when its last members fall, killed by an aeria¥ 
bomb. The patriotic frenzy of the aged 
schoolmaster is splendidly projected, and justi. 
fied the accusation of the boys when they 
found themselves at the front: ' No, they 
never taught us anything really useful.” Tha 
school is as heavily indicted by Remarque 
as is war itself. 

The twenty-eight schoolboys find themselves 
under the «»nmand of a man whom they haa 
known as tiieir postman, but when they trv 
to be as familiar with him as they had been 
in civilian lifé they dre heavily repulsed. In 
the obsequious postman they found a petty 
tyrant afd a coward, who inflieted upon them 
every indignity.that his evil mind could thing 
about, from wallowing flat dm the mud is 
crawling «under a dormitory table for exercis-. 
To cet to the front from such a life seemed 
like exchanging for Paradise. 

The trenches, however, were far removed 
from the paradisial; blood and mud wera 
the least of the evils. In no previous way 
film, except, perhaps, “The End of St, 
Petersburg,’ are the actual trench scenes so 
startlingly vivid. In this film the war ia 
made as real as it is now ever likely to be ta 
those who did not know it in their own 
experience, and an audience must leave tha 
theatre with a sense of having been present 
at the enactment of the greatest tragedy that 
history records. 

In other war films the fortunes of indivi- 

duals were foliowed, and attention was 
focusal upon the fate of one or two. [ny 
‘* All Quiet on the Wester Front ” it is the 
fate of an entire generation that is put upon 
the screen. Hundreds and thousands are seen 
ta die, shattered by shells and mown down 
by machine-guns; man is seén to revert to 
the most primitive forms of life, only to find 
in the end that those who did not actually 
experience the war at first. hand were either 
still violently in favour of a fight to a finish, 
as were the old and middle-aged, or willing 
to replace their brothers. in the trenches. as 
were the schoolboys. ' A whole generation 
had apparently been sacrificed in vain. Wher 
he knew this, Paul Baumier “returned to the 
trenches. 
. Back in the trenches. Paul failed to recog- 
nise his comrades: they were all new! 
Katezinsky had said that the war would en? 
i when it had ended him; bat it actually ended 
the entire company, the old soldiers, and tha 
schoolboys who entered with a light-hearted 
‘sense of fun.. A new, No, 2 Company would 
be there at the Armistice. 

In this film there are no heroes: all ara 
heroic. It is the epic of a generation—thea 
record of four terrible years during which al! 
the world seemed to be mad, The anonymity 
of hundreds of the performers in the film 
makeg it more impressive as a record of tha 
time, Against the background of this massed 
anonymity the figures of Louis Wolheim. as 
Katezinsky, and Lewis Ayres, as Paul 
Baumer, stand out in Magnificent reliel. 
Their eres bag hardly be improved. 

As a ** le,” the film is somewhat marred 
by the American accents and phrases, but 
it*is nevertheless a very impressive film.

LEFT FOR SYDNEY THIS 
MORNING,

PORT DARWIN, Sunday.

cockpit of his machine, the Southern Cross 
Junior, when it came to rest at the aero- 
drome here at 1.56 (local time) this after- 
noon, and returned the greetings of the 
Government and civic authoritiés who had 
come to meet him.

HILL’S SPLENDID FIGHT. 

The airman said that he had been grieved

The first congratulatory message which 
Wing-Commander. Kingsford Smith opened 
after his “ record ’’-breaking flight was a 
telecram from .Mr. Bert Hinkler, who 
established the previous record flight from 
Encland to Australia in 1928. 


“A FINER ACHIEVEMENT.” 

Commandet Kingsford-Smith, referring 
to the aceident which overtook Flight- 
Lieutenant Hill on Friday, said that 
when approaching Atamboa he saw Lieu- 
tenant Hill’s machine lying on the ground 
fifty feet from the aerodrome, apparently 
in a dismantled condition. Lieutenant 


Hill told him that he had run his machine | 


the fu length of the aerodrome, but it 
would mot lift. The left wing caught on 
a fence and the aeroplane capsized. 
Damage waemalone to the under-carriage 
and propellgr, and the wings and fuselage 
Wer aad, Commander Kingsford 
Smith suggested that Lieutenant Hill 
ight have his damaged machine sent to 
ingapore for repairs or shipped to 
England. ‘‘ It was pitiful,”” the success- 
fn! airman said, “to see Lieutenant 
Hill's machine smashed up and to see a 
gallant pilot lose all he had fought for 
0 pluckily and had endured so much to 
attain. I was very sorry to see him in 
such a plight because I consider that he 
has achieved something wonderful. He 
had to do “night. flying and to battle 
against storms and other odds which I 
was fortunate to miss. His flight was 
mfinitely more difficult and therefore 

finer achievement than mine. Although 


from a roof with an umbrella, and a 
broken collarbone was the result. 
During the first night of the Pacific 


raging storm, accompanied by tropical 
rain for several hours. The airman and 
his companions were mobbed by enthu 
siastic crowds Se their safe arrival in 
Australia, and Kingsford-Smith was made 
a Squadron-Leader in the Australian Air 
Force. A year later the world waited 
days for news when Kingsford-Smith and 
three compnions were lost in North-West 
Australia on the first stage of an attempt 
to fly from Sydihey to London. 

Eleven days later they were rescued at 
a desolate part of the coast by an aero- 
plane from Canberra. They had lived on 
a few sandwiches, a little gruel, mud 
snails and a t of wild bean. Un- 
daunted by failure, Wing-Commander 
Kingsford-Smith accomplished the Aus- 
tralia-England flight at a second attempt 
in 12 days 14 hours. 18 minutes. 

He has had many escapes from death, 
but his smiling indifference to danger 
seems always to carry him through. 

Wing-Commander Kingsford - Smith 
started from England at 5.35 a.m. on 
October 9th. His times, compared with 
Mr. Hinkler’s “‘record’’ flight and Flight- 
Lieutenant Hill’s effort, are shown in the

EARLIER FLIGHTS.

Keith Smith, on a Vickers Vimy, took 
27 days 20 hours to get to Port Darwin. 
Sir Alan Cobham flew from England to 
Australia on June 30 to August 5 in 
1926, Mr. Hinkler’s solo flight was made 
in. February, 1928. Last year Mr. F. C. 
Chichester flew to Australia in a Moth, 
and recently Miss Amy Johnson, in a 
Moth, took 20 days to do the flight. 


UNSUCCESSFUL ATTEMPTS. 

Many attempted flights to Australia 
have been unsuccessful, the most tragic 
being that which resulted in the death 
of Mr. Eric Hook, who crashed with Mr. 
Jack Matthews 150 miles from Rangoon. 
They were forced down owing. to a leak 
in the petrol pipe, and Hook was badly 
injured. The men _ endured terrible 

rivations in the jungle, and when 

atthews reached Prome alone a search 
party was sent out, but it was too late, 
and Hook's dead body was found. They 
had left Lympne on June 20 im an 
attempt to beat Mr. Bert Hinkler’s 
“t record.”

e motion was adopted by 318 votes 
et 236, a majority for the Government 

of 82, 


The result was received with loud cheers 
by the Middle Party, and with hisses from 
the Nazis, German Nationalists and Com- 
munists, the latter. singing the IJnter- 
nationale, while the Nazis shouted: 
“ Wake up, Germany.” 

The Government had previously scored 
another victory, when the motion of the 
Government Parties to refer the Com- 
munist motion demanding the revocation 
of the Young Plan and the Versailles 


Treaty to the Foreign Affairs Committee 
was passed by 322 votes to 236. 


EFFECT OF THE VICTORY. 

The German Government's handsome 
victory over the noisy extremists.of Right 
and Left in this first decisive engagement 
will have a reassuring effect on many 
minds, both inside and outside Germany. 
Much uneasiness, extensive repercussions 
in the international, financial and politica] 
spheres had been caused by the sensational 
results of the German general election last 
month, when Herr Hitler's followers of the 
Extreme Right were returned with 107 
seats, as against only 12 in the old House, 
and at the same time the Communists, on 
the other wing, were increased from 54 to 
76. 

Dr. Bruening’s Government owes to- 
day’s victory to the fact that the Social 
Democrats, who are stil] the largest party 
with 143 seats, realised the significance of 
the issues at stake, and threw their weight 
on to the side of a Ministry in which they 
are not represented... The result shows 
that, despite the violent pronouncement of 
Right and Left extremists, the present 
Administration is assured of ample back- 
ing in its conciliatory foreign policy, and 
its drastic plans at home for putting the 
country’s finances in order.

FIERCE GALE AT 
QUEENSTOWN. 


BRITANNIC OMITS CALL. 


Those who made the journey yesterday 
morning by tender from Queenstown to 
greet their relatives from the ‘United 
States of America were disappointed ; for 
the Britannic omitted the Queenstown 
call and proceeded direct to Liverpool. 
The tender proceeded out ,to Roche's 
Point to wait for the liner; but, failing 


to discern the vessel owing to prevailing | 


fog, and being severely buffetted, it’ re- 
turned to the harbour. Later a wireless 
message was received from Captain 
Summers, Commander of the Britannic, 
stating that owing to a raging south- 
westerly gale, huge seas and fog, he 
deemed it the more prudent to omit the 
local call, and was proceeding to Liver- 
pool. ' 

The Britannic had aboard one hundred 
and seventeen passengers and one hundred 


and nine sacks of mail for disembarkation [ 


at Queenstown. This complement of pas-. 
sengers is nearly double that landed 
from the White Star vessel on the 
similar sailing last year, and is 
believed to be a post-war ‘‘ record ”’ 
number of American visitors to come to 
Ireland by any one vessel at such an 
advanced stage of the season. i 

Yesterday's gale was one of the fiercest 
experienced within recent years, and, 
though it abated with remarkable sudden- 
ness a few hours following the Britannic’s 
departure, huge waves could be discerned 
breaking over the wreck of the liner Celtic 
up to a late hour last evening. 

The strong wind caused considerable 
annoyance to larye numbers of pedestrians 
attending Divine Service yesterday morn- 
ing, and slates were ripped from roofs of 
dwellings situated in the more exposed 
parts of the town. 

YOUGHAL—There was a heavy down- 
pour of rain in Youghal last Friday. .

A belt of fir trees, 
50 to 40 feet high, surrounds the k, 
and the pilot seemed to have difficulty in 
avoiding them. It appears that in an 
effort to avoid crashing into them he 
opened out his engine to rise above them. 
One of the wings struck a tree and was 
torn off. 

“The machine wobbled brokenly across 
the road and crashed nose first into the 
base of a sycamore tree, not 40 yards from 
East Sutton Park House.

Miss Burnside 
was one of four sisters. Their father, 
Canon Burnside, and Dr. Reid were 
friends. Miss Burnside was a great 
enthusiast for flying, and often went for 
flights with Dr. Reid. i 


TOOK PART IN AERIAL DERBY. 

Dr. Reid is aged 47. He served in the 
European War as surgeon at the Duchess 
of Westminster Hospital, France, and 
later with the Egyptian Expeditionary 
Force. He is greatly interested in 
aeronautics, and has been an owner-pilot 
since 1919. He flew in the first Grosvenor 
Cup Race and the last Aerial Derby. Dr. 
Reid, who is the son of a doctor, is 
married. 

Dr. Reid was reported to be in a very 
grave condition at midnight. 

This makes a total of twenty-two people 
killed in civil aeroplane crashes in England 
since the beginning of this year—twelve 
in accidents to air liners and ten in 
mishaps to private machines. 


FATAL MOTORING 
ACCIDENT. 


SCHNEIDER TROPHY PILOT 
KILLED, 


Flight-Lieutenant O. E. Worsley, who 
was a member of the British Schneider 
Trophy team in 1927, died on Saturday in 
Windsor Hospital, following a motoring 
accident on the Great Bath road. 

Flight-Lieutenant Worsley, who was 
attached to the 29th R.A.F. Squadron 
at Epping, was driving a motor car from 
Maidenhead towards London on Saturday 
afternoon, and was overtaking a car west 
of Slough when a collision occurred with 
another car travelling in the opposite 
direction. 

Flight-Lieutenant Worsley was thrown 
from his car, and suffered severe head 
injuries. He had a companion, who 
fortunately, escaped injury. 

This is the third fatal accident on the 
Bath road, Slough, within three days. 

In 1927 the Schneider Trophy Race was 
held over the Adriatic, near Venice, and 
was won by Britain. cach of the three 
Italian machines failed to complete the 
course. The winner was Flight-Lieutenant 
S. M. Webster, who covered the triangular 
course at an average speed of over 261 
miles per hour. This was the highest 
speed attained up to that time. 

One of the British team of three was 
Flight-Lieutenant Kinkead, who had to 
give up after six circuits of the course. 
He was killed while attempting to break 
the seaplane speed “record ” a few months 
later in trials over the Solent. The third 
member of the British team, Flight- 
Lieutenant Worsley, was the only eT 
man, apart from  Flight-Lieutenant 
Webster, to complete the course. He was 
flying a super-marine Napier machine.

They were Meyerbeer, Halevy, and 
fenvach. The statement of Benjamin 
Disraeli (in his “Life of Lord George 
Bentinck ”) that Mozart was also a Jew was 
without foundation. Mozart was no a Jew. 

Halevy’s opera “The Jewess” was} 
saturated with Hebraic melody, bet the same | 
could not be said of Offenbach. Meyerbeer’s 
opera ‘‘ [he Huguenots’ was first. produced 
m 1836. It was the earliest of the French} 
form of modern “ grand opera.” Meyerbeer s 
aim in writing this opera was fo show up the 
imtolerant treatment of the Jews all over 
Europe; bat, as he did not want to give| 
ofience by making this ann too conspicuous, 
he selected the massacre of the Huguenois ; 
on St. Bartholomew's Day as the theme sub- 
ject for religious intolerance. 

One of the saddest things in musical history 
was the attack made on Meyerbeer by the 
great Richard W - It was an act of 
ingratitude on fagner’s part, because 
Meyerbeer had befriended Wagner in his days 
of youth and struggle. Wagner was, how- 
ever, at all times a Jdew-baiter, and in his 
work Das Judentum in der Music he 
violently rated the Jewish ineursion into the 
realm of music. 

OTHER FAMOUS COMPOSERS. 

Other famous Jewish composers were Felix 
Mendelssohn and his two ‘compartions, 
Moscheles and: Joachim. In the short span ot 
his therty-eight years of life, Mendelssohn 
wrote more compositions than any 
other musician who had ever _ lived. 
At the moment preparations were being made 
both in Hurgary and in Austria to celebrate 
the centenary of the birth of :uother great 
Jewish composer, Carl Goldmark (1830-1915). 
In many of the towns where fhis centenary 
would be celebrated, Goldmark’s most famous 
opera, “ The Queen of Sheba,” will be staged. 

Other composers of recent years were 
Anton Rubinstein, who wrote a musical work 
on “Moses”; Gustav Mahler, who, . 
Beethoven, wrote nine ies, and 
Maurice Ravel, whose work showed a certain 
almost.

Mr. O'Toole said that there was an alterna. 
tive proposal to de-rating. Something more 
was needed to enable the farmer to rise from 
the stagnant position in which he was at the 
moment, and he suggested the granting of 
loans for fifteen or twenty years at, say, three 

er cent., and the repayment of which could 

guaranteed b doubling the “gricultural 
grant. He urged the fostering of the home 
markets,, and said that it was bad business 
for farmers to pay 1s. 1d. per Ib. for foreign 
bacon whe thev sold their own pigs at 6d. 
or 7d. per lb. There was a necessity for the 
establishment of an abattoir in Limerick to 
deal with their own killings, as in Cork, and 
which would enable the farmers to prevent 
the import of bacon to the extent of 
£1.500,000. 

Mr. J. J. O'Shaughnessy, Secretary of the 
West Limerick Farmers’ Union, said that the 
farmer’s income had been decreased by one- 
‘third of what it was formerly owing to the 
acute depression prevailing. He proposed 
that the Free State Government should hold 
itself liable for the second motety of the 
rates by increasing the agricultural grant. 
Mr. Martin Sheehan seconded the resolu- 


tion. 
NEED OF RELIEF. 
Mr. George Bennett, T.D., said that they 
all agreed that the farmers were, so to speak, 
“down and out,” but they differed as to the 
causes and the remedies. He was in full 
cympathy with the resolution, as he held that 
something should be done for agricultural re- 
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markabfe if'a substantial further decline were 
witnessed, and people who have courage to buy 
now will probably do well. 


A. MARKET OPINION. 


In regard to this matter, the opinion of a 
leading Stock Exchange firm, which 1s con- 
tained in its monthly review, may be men- 
tioned. In spite of adverse factors, accord- 
iu to this authority, and the natural, disap- 
pointment at price reactions and paucity: of 
business, a feeling persists that we are 
‘bumping along the bottom,” though it 
may be a very uneven bottom, presenting 
some unexpected and disturbing irregulari- 
ties.
